Tile Department in preparing cases for presentation . 
pursuant to Executive Order 10^50 and Internal Security Act of 
1950 requests the CvailaMlity of and interviews with confidential 
Informants and witnesses. A copy of the Departmental communication 
is transmitted to the field by copies of Bureau's memorandum of 
acknowledgment to the Department. 


Experience has shown requests in the past have been 
handled by the field in an assorted fashion, which has necessitated 
additional correspondence with the field to secure clarification 
or supplemental Information from the field and has necessitated 
the redictation of voluminous information at the Seat of Government 
for transmittal to the Department. In order that these requests 
will be handled uniformly by the field and to facilitate furnishing 
the desired information to the Department the following instructions 
are set forth. 

(1) All indlvidoels, except current active Informants 
and syrnhol-number ccnfidentlal sources, concerning whom 
Department has inquired should be specifically contacted 
to determine willingness to testify. 

(2) In event situations arise making it impossible to 
comply completely with instructions and meet deadline, 

Bureau should be advised. As much of data as possible 
should be obtained end submitted to meet deadline. 

Remaining data should be secured promptly and submitted 
in supplemental memorandum, the first paragraph of which 
should refer to previous memoranda.
